We try to have all plants carefully sorted and full count of good plants 
given. If there is ever a shortage, we will make the shortage good, if 
notified. 


We use the best package that we can buy to ship the plants, and ship 
only fresh-dug plants, with roots in damp moss. 


We try to give every customer plants that will raise a full crop and no 
failure. 


All plants are shipped the same day that they are dug and counted.

We make a great specialty of Cauliflower Plants, buying the highest 
priced seed only, sowing every 8 or 4 days from April Ist to near the first 
of July, having a large supply of fresh plants always on hand. 


We ship only fresh plants. 


We have, we think, the largest sale of Cauliflower plants in the United 
States. 


We received, one year, orders for 550,000 Cauliflower plants in one day, 
from members of the Long Island Cauliflower Association, or their neighbors. 


We have sold out, about August Ist, all the Cauliflower plants we had, 
five separate years, to members of the Association, or their neighbors. 


We have sold 190,000 plants in one year to one member of the Association. 

We sold out last year, 

We have a very large trade among large cauliflower growers, all over 
the East, who make a specialty of the crop. 


We could only have this trade by supplying the highest grade of plants 
from the best seed. 


Cauliflower is an expensive crop to grow and large growers will not 
risk their crop on any but the highest quality of plants from the best strains 
of seed. 


The general reasons why we have this very large trade are: 
1—Because we buy and sow the highest quality of seed only. 
We never sow an ounce of seed but the best. 


2—We have had over 40 years’ experience and we know how to raise 
the finest grade of plants that can be grown. 


8—We are located in a grain and dairy section and not in a trucking 
section, so we do not have the pests and diseases that are often prevalent 
in a trucking section. 


We have never seen a cabbage maggot.

raising five kinds of plants, testing five kinds of seeds, and growing the 
five kinds of truck from the plants—Cabbage, Cauliflower, Brussels Sprouts, 
Tomatoes and Celery. 


We have sometimes harvested 6 acres of Danish Cabbage and have 
harvested 21 tons per acre. 


We have sold $645 worth of Celery from three-fourths of an acre, 
$562.89 worth of tomatoes from 786 plants, $140.42 from 148 planis and 
raised as fine Cauliflower as can be grown. 


We have sold millions of Cabbage plants in a season to the large cabbage 
growers of New York State. 


Have received orders for 550,000 Snowball Cauliflower plants IN ONE 
DAY from the Cauliflower growers of the Long Island Cauliflower Assccia- 
tion or their neighbors. 


We have raised large quantities of Cauliflower plants for members of 
the Long Island Cauliflower Association from their seed. 


Have had men drive here with automobile trucks from other States to 
get truck lcads of our Cauliflower and Celery plants. 


Have raised large quantities of Cabbage plants for the cabbage SEED 
growers of Long Island, from which to grow seed. 


Have raised fields of Celery seed for seedmen. 


Have kept up a correspondence for many years with the largest growers 
of Cauliflower, Cabbage and Celery seed in the world, and tested their strains 
of seed, side by side, in our fields. 


The result of this is that we know about every place where the finest 
seeds are grown and every grower who grows them, and we know nearly 
all the places where poor seeds are grown and the growers of poor seeds, 
so we can hardly be cheated. 


We can get the best strains of seed there are because we have spent 
most of forty years in growing and testing these five things.

FIELDS that gets the order or does not get it. 


Fine looking Cabbage and Cauliflower plants can be bought from many 
dealers in plants, but the fine looking plants do not always produce BIG 
HEADS.

If the plants are grown from heavy yielding strains of seed you will get a

If the plants were grown from light yielding strains of seed you will 
get a light crop.

CABBAGE SEED TRIALS 


A number of years ago we secured from the cabbage seed 
growers of Denmark 39 strains of Danish Ballhead Cabbage 
seed and tried all of them out in our field, side by side, where 
each strain had exactly the same conditions—the same dis- 
tance apart, the same fertilizer and the same cultivation. 


In the fall we took scales to the field and weighed the 
cabbage of each strain. 


The different strains had the following average weight 
per head: 


Row 7—6.34 lbs. per head 
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Average—6.06 lbs. per head 


Row 20—5.22 lbs. per head 
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Row 24—4.79 lbs. per head 
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Average—4.31 lbs. per head. 


The ten best strains averaged 6.06 lbs. per head. 
The ten poorest strains averaged 4.31 lbs. per head. 


The ten best strains produced an average of 40% more 
cabbage than the 10 poorest strains. 


Which shows how important it is to plant only the best 
seed. A poor strain of seed may prevent any profit on the crop. 


The same is true of other kinds of cabbage seed and of 
cauliflower, Brussels sprouts, broccoli, celery, tomato and other 
seeds. 


Buying cheap seeds or plants may result in working a 
whole season without profit. 


We buy the highest yielding strains of seed for all our plants.
